Mexico Will Not 
Try to Supplant 
Silver With Paper 


By the Associated Press 
EL PASO/ Texas, Feb. 5.—Luis 
Oabrera, Secretary of the Mexican 
Treasury, has assured the Mexican 
people, in an interview in the Ex 
celsior that the Mexican government 
does not at present contemplate an 
issue of paper money. There has 
been some anxiety in Mexican busi­ 
ness circles regarding the possibility 
of such an issue. 
Senor Cabrera stated that other 
measures, were being studied by the 
government to relieve the situation 
resulting from the scarcity of sil­ 
ver in most of the world markets; 
but the nature of these measures 
was not disclosed. 
American statistics are quoted by 
the Excelsior to 
show 
that 
the 
shortage of the white metal is due 
to a monoply obtained 
India and 
China. Between 1913-1918, these 
two countries accumulated 760,000,- 
000 troy ounces of silver—or sev­ 
en-eighths of the world's output, it 
,is asserted. 
Commenting editorially on the fi­ 
nancial situation, the paper says: 
“Credit has been lost. All of us 
have lost it, but especially the gov­ 
ernment. And for this reason, to 
insure the success of another issue 
of paper money, it would be nec­ 
essary to surround it with all kinds 
of precautions—especially that of 
not imposing it on the people. The 
voluntary cooperation of the public 
should be sought.'*

Feb. *6.—To stim­ 
ulate regular army recruiting and 
arouse local interest, the war de­ 
partment bas issued to all recruit­ 
ing officers over the country a 
schedule for allocation of recruits 
by states to

organization on geographic lines is 
also set up. New England will make 
up one division, New York compose 
another, and similarly the whole 
country is covered. 
Infantry and field artillery regi­ 
ments are to be so allocated as to 
best identify each regiment with 
a separate state, according to the 
plan. Where the number of regi­ 
ments is greater or less than the 
number of states comprising the di­ 
visional area, a regiment may be 
made up of recruits from one or 
more state.

It 
is evident that every line in the Evening News is read 
and that consumers are eager to buy produce fresh 
from the prodcer and all tile more readily when they 
know who the producer is. Yes, advertising pays good 
dividends and can be used to the best possible advan­ 
tage in bringing producer and consumer together.
